THE LITTLE ROCK DIVISION, IN COOPERATION WITH SEATTLE, 

HAS MAINTAINED AN ONGOING INTENSIVE INVESTIGATION SINCE

PROVIDE A BLUEPRINT FOR PROSECUTION. DURING THE FIRST WEEK 
OF OCTOBER, 1986, LITTLE ROCK AND SEATTLE AGENTS, ACCOMPANIED 
BY THE U. S. ATTORNEY IN THE WESTERN DISTRICT OF ARKANSAS 
AND SAC, LITTLE ROCK, MET WITH FBIIHQ PERSONNEL AND DEPARTMENT 
OF JUSTICE (DOJ) PERSONNEL., WHICH INCLUDED BOTH THE CRIMINAL 
AND CIVIL RIGHTS DIVISIONS OF THE DOJ. THIS CONFERENCE 
RESULTED IN THE FOLLOWING: 

(1) THE CRIMINAL DIVISION QF THE DOJ WILL ASSIGN TWO (2) 
DEPARTMENTAL ATTORNEYS TO DIRECTLY ASSIST THE U. S. ATTORNEY, 

WESTERN DISTRICT OF ARKANSAS, IN FEDERAL GRAND JURY AND 
SUBSEQUENT TRIALS. 

(2) THE CIVIL RIGHTS SECTION OF THE DOJ WILL 1 COORDINATE 
ALL OF ITS ACTIVITIES, SPECIFICALLY ANY “PLANNED INDICTMENTS, 

WITH THE CRIMINAL DIVISION OF THE DOJ. 
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(3) FEDERAL PROSECUTION OF CAPTIONED INDIVIDUALS WILL 
BE INITIATED IN THE WESTERN DISTRICT OF ARKANSAS. 

DURING THE LATTER PART OF OCTOBER, 1986, IT IS EXPECTED 
A FEDERAL GRAND JURY WILL BE CONVENED IN THE WESTERN DISTRICT 
OF ARKANSAS AT FORT SMITH, ARKANSAS. CONTINUOUS FEDERAL 
GRAND JURY PROCEEDINGS WILL BE EXPECTED AT LEAST THROUGH 
JANUARY, 1987, AND FROM WHICH ANTICIPATED INDICTMENTS OF 
CAPTIONED SUBJECTS FOR SEDITIOUS CONSPIRACY AND OTHER 
VIOLATIONS CAN BE EXPECTED. 

ON OCTOBER 7-8, 1986, A CONFERENCE WAS CONVENED AT 
LITTLE ROCK, ARKANSAS, ATTENDED BY CASE AGENTS FROM SEVERAL 
DIVISIONS AND FBIHQ PERSONNEL FROM THE TERRORISM AND CIVIL 
RIGHTS SECTIONS OF THE CRIMINAL INVESTIGATIVE DIVISION. 

THIS CONFERENCE WAS FOR THE PURPOSE OF COORDINATING 
INVESTIGATIVE EFFORTS, IDENTIFYING SPECIFIC GOALS, AND MEANS 
BY WHICH TO ACCOMPLISH THESE GOALS. 

IN ADDITION TO CAPTIONED SUBJECTS, INDICTMENTS WILL BE 
SOUGHT AGAINST NINE OTHER INDIVIDUALS TO MURDER U. S. 

DISTRICT JUDGE H. FRANKLIN WATERS,, A FORMER U. S. ATTORNEY, 
AND SPECIAL AGENTS OF THE FBI. 
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LITTLE ROCK IN THE NFAR FUTURE WILL, BY SUBSEQUENT 
COMMUNICATIONS, SET FORTH SPECIFIC LEADS. AT THE PRESENT 
TIME, RECEIVING OFFICES (EXCEPT SEATTLE) SHOULD REVIEW 
INDICES FOR CAPTIONED SUBJECTS AND FURNISH LITTLE ROCK 
WITH POSITIVE INFORMATION REGARDING BACKGROUND, ASSOCIATES, 
CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES, INTERVIEWS, AND GENERALLY A SUMMARY 
OF THE INVESTIGATION CONDUCTED TO DATE.
